DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Waiting for Godot - York- 64th St & Ist Ave- 8/5, 
3 pros- World Telegram & Sun, Post, Journal American- 
and 2 cons- Times, Herald Tribune- filed on Actors Work- 
shop of San Francisco revival of Samuel Beckett play. It 
is to be presented in NY for limited run prior to group's 
performance at US Exhibit at Brussels Fair. Pros ranged 
from an outright rave by Ellis, WTS, to milder approval 
from Watts, Post and Lapole, Journal American, A high- 
wire act of terrifying beauty, brilliantly staged by Her- 
bert Blau and well acted by even Broadway standards, WIS 
man okayed, Third viewing of Beckett's play in NYC shows 
it as still fascinating, this time presented from an interest- 
ing physical viewpoint, noted Watts, Production had style, 
humor and pace,though it lacked understanding by its 
audience, admitted Journal American reviewer. Panning 
production as well as play, Gleason, Herald Tribune be- 
lieved cast did its brave best with material. He bills 
Beckett's drama as essentially the familiar tramp sketch 
of dld rewritten for intellectuals by deleting most of the 
laughs. It could have been said in less than two acts, in- 
stead of scattering it through a play that is a long and hol- 
low wind tunnel. Atkinson, Times, fears that in compar- 
ison to the 1956 NY production with Bert Lahr and E,G. 
Marshall the current production is trifling and forced. Nor 
is there anyone in the current cast to compare to the orig- 
inal 1956 actors. Direction is a little frantic in its search 
for entertainment. 


Twelfth Night- Central Park 8/6 4 pro- Herald 
Tribune, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun, Post 
-and 2 Con- Times, News- filed on NY Shakespeare Fest- 
ival production, staged by Joseph Papp as second outdoor 
production of season, Crisp and lively comic direction of 
producer Papp praised by affirmative voters, while the 
negative viewers thought revival not up to group's usual 
standards. Played with score of comic delights making a 
fine night for laughter, praised Gleason, Herald Tribune. 
Cast had a romp under enriched direction, approved Aston, 
WTS, A fresh and highly creditable production, agreed 
Watts, Post. Enjoyable evening, played with fun,verve and 
abandon, added Lapole, Journal American. Atkinson, Times, 
noting audience enjoyed performance, filed nay due to what 
he termed poor direction by Papp, in comparison with group's 
usual direction by Stuart Vaughan. Watts, News, panned 
play as one of Bard's he just does not like. An essentially 
tiresome masque, done with a somewhat disorganized and 
often amateurish air. 


HITS REVISITED 


Look Homeward Angel- with its new leads of Andrew 
Prine, Miriam Hopkins and Ed Begley has not been deprived 
of its aura of greatness, reports Geor, Variety. In terms of 
emotional impact there is no present evidence why the show 
has dropped to 60% capacity. All have been set as carbon 
copies of original cast members Anthony Perkins, Jo Van 


Fleet and Hugh Griffith. From an overall production viewpoint, 


this kind of insurance is understandable, though it tends to 
make the task far greater for the replacement. Imitation may 
be the sincerest form of flattery, but not where actors of 


star calibre are concerned,

Waiting for Godot by San Francisco's Actors Work- 
shop is still as uncomprehensible as ever, though this time 
louder. Beckett's decadent joke on theatre-goers and critics 
who insist the meaningless must have meaning can be very 
boring to a non-believer. Energetic actors and director 
from California may or may not know what they are doing, 
but the lines are shouted and the actors kept moving every 
moment. So few out-of-town theatre groups visit NY it is 
a pity that they could not be seen in a play.

Song of Norway at Jones Beach is a beautifully pro- 
duced spectacle, a sort of outdoor troll house cookie. The 
costume, set and lighting designers must be cheered for 
their fresh and lavish approach. The Grieg music played 
by a superb orchestra under the always efficient Frederich 
Dvonch is alone worth the trip. But the plot and lyrics are 
incredible and inane, whether they be presented indoors or 
outdoors.

Minor controversy arising about the details of why 
and how Waiting for Godot was picked to go the Brussels 
Fair is about one year too late. Thanks to the general 
theatre going public 's lack of interest and Congress' lack 
of money the drama by Beckett really picked itself to go 
to the fair, Though few could argue that it is a wise choice, 
much credit must go to the sheer guts of the San Francisco 
little theatre group that thought it could raise the money to 
send itself to the Fair with this particular drama. Certainly 
the group which has already traveled half way to Brussels 
should not get cold feet in the midst of the press release 
war, 


The entire theatre aspect of the US exhibit at the Fair 
is hardly the subject for debate at this late date. As late as 
this April when Rep. Rooney cut the available funds, no one 
asked in public what the money was to be used for, how, when, 
etc. There was not one word, pro or con, on the program, the 
policy, the facilities, the personnel, Now as the Fair is nearing 
its closing weeks, and nothing can be done, many theatre people 
are voicing aloud gripes on all these aspects and more, It is 
evident from the fine programs set forth by the other nations 
at the Fair that much thought and discussion went into the 
planning. Once again the urgent need for an industry wide 
public relations program is apperent. 


The forthcoming Rincoln Square Repertory Theatre, now 
on the drawing board, will also come in for this same kind of 
criticism AFTER it has been established. At the moment 
the theatre industry is as silent as an expectant child awaiting 
a surprise. No views have been voiced as to what such a theatre 
should or should not be, what it should or should not do. But 
once the doors are open, the cries will be long and loud. Per- 
haps it is a fear of being wrong that keeps theatre people quiet 
before an event, If so, they are doing a disservice to themselves 
and the entire industry. 


Spring is many things to many people, but to theatre 
in NY it is revival time. Look over the long lists of fall 
and winter plays set both on and Off Broadway and there 
isn't a revival in the lot. Except for using plots of the 
classics to fashion musicals, the theatre-makers have 
ignored the classics, US and foreign. Come spring when 
the air has cleared again, we bet that theatre fans will 
again have a choice of seeing their favorites and of catch- 
ing up with theatre classics via the revival route.
